No. ADM / LAW! 23/3/ (V 11).— In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 1 22 of the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Excise Duty Regulation, 1969 (No. 2 of 1969), 
f, Nakul Sen, Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, do 
hereby make the following Rules, namely 

1. (1) These Rules shall be called the Dadra and 

Nagar Haveli Mhowra flowers Rules, 1970. 

(2) They extend to the whole of the Union Terri- 
toiy of Dadra and Nagar Haveli and shall come 
into force at once. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
thereto in the subject or context, 

(a) “Regulation” means the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Excise Duty Regulation, 1969 (No. 2 of 1969). 

(b) "Authorised officer" means an officer duly 
authorised by the Commissioner of Excise. 

(c) “Form” means a form appended to these rules. 

(d) “Recognised body” means a person or a body 
of persons or an institution, whether incorpo- 
rated or not. recognised by the Commissioner 
of Excise as such for the purposes of these 
rules. 

3. A licence for the possession or sale of mhowra 
flowers may be granted by the Commissioner subject to 
the provisions of the Excise Duty Regulation. 1969' (No. 
2 of 1969) and these Rules. 


4. ( 1 ) Any person desiring to possess or sell mhowra 
flowers shall make an application to the Excise Commis- 
sioner. Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(2) An application for a licence lo possess mhowra 
flowers shall contain the following particulars, namely : — 

(i) the name and address of the applicant : 

(ii) the correct address of the place where mhowra 
flowers will be stored or used; 

(iii) the period for which the licence is required; 

(iv) tiie details of the use or uses to which the 
mhowra flowe.s will be put. 

(3) An application for a licence lo sell mhowra 
flowers shall contain the following particulars, namely : — 

(i) the name and address of the applicant. 

(ii) the correct address of the place where mhowra 
flowers will be kept for sale; 

( iii) the total quantity of mhowra flowers to be 
stocked for sale during the course of the licence 
period; 

(iv) period for which the licence is required; 

(v) whether the applicant is a trader or owner of 
mhowra trees or a recognised body. 

5. (1) On receipt of an application under rule 4, the 
Excise C ommissioner shall make inquiries for verification 
of particulars given in the application and such other in- 
quiries as he deems necessary. If he is satisfied that 
there is no objection lo grant the licence applied for he 
may, grant the licence on payment of the fee prescribed 
under sub-rule (2). The licence for the possession of 
mhowra flowers shall be in Form M-F, 1 and the licence 
(or the sale thereof shall be in Form M.F. 2. 

(2) The fees in respect of licences granted under sub- 
rule ( 1 ) shall be as specified below ; — 

(A) The scale of fees in respect of a licence for the 
possession of mhowra flowers shall be as follows, viz- 

(a) When mhowra flowers are required for use for 
honafide industrial purpose — 

(i) in any factory as defined in the Factories 
Act, 1948— Rs. 25. 

(ii) in any other industrial concern — Rs. 5; 

(b) when mhowra flowers are required lor use for 
honafide scientific, agricultural, educational, or 
medicinal purpose — Rs. 5; 

(c) When mhowra flowers are required for honafide 
domestic use such as use of food, fodder for 
cattle. 

(i) by a member of a Scheduled Tribe or 
Schedule Caste Rs. 0.50. 

(ii) by any other person Rs. 1; 

(B) The scale of fees in respect of a licence for the 
sale of mhowra flowers granted to a person who has law- 
fully collected or purchased them for the purposes of sale 
but who is not the owner of trees of which they are the 
produce, shall be as follows, namely — 

When the total quantity allowed for sale during a year 
docs not exceed 40 Metric tons and when quantity is to 
be stored in a single place of storage in a village or 
(own— Rs. 100; and Rs. 50/- for every additional grants 
of 40 metric tons or part thereof, 

6. Before granting any licence under rule 5 the Excise 
Commissioner shall, after making such enquiries as he 
deems necessary, fix the maximum quantity of mhowra 
flowers which the licence may possess - 

(i) during the period of the validity of the licence 
or at any one time; and 
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(ii) in the case of licence to be granted for the 
possession of mhowra flowers lor bonafide use 
other than use in distillation, during any one 
month, 

7. Every licence shall he granted for one year Com- 
mencing on the 1st day of April and ending on the 31st 
day of March next following and may be renewed there- 
after for a period of one year one each occasion : 

Provided that a licence granted for the first time under 
these rules may he granted at any time after the 1st day 
of April up to a the 31st March next following ; 

Provided further that a licence for the possession of 
mhowra flowers may be granted or renewed for a pe'riod 
of less than one year, as the Ex. Commissioner deems 
lit. 

8. No permit for the collection of mhowra flowers shall 
be granted to any person unless — • 

(a) the mhowra flowers are the produce of these 
belonging to him or; 

(b) Such person ts lawfully entitled to the owner- 
ship of mhowra flowers of trees not belonging 
to him. 

The licence for the collection thereof shall be in form 
M.F. III. 

9. Any person desiring to transport mhowra flowers 
shall make an application to the Excise Commissioner for 
a permit to transport mhowra flowers. The application 
shall contain the following particulars namely : — 

(i) the name and address of the applicant; 

(ii) the number of the licence for the possession or 
sale, as the ease may be of mhowra flowers held 
by the applicant; 

(iii) the quantity of mhowra flowers to be trans- 
ported;
